unusual emphasis to the recently 
completed parish house 
of 
the 


Church of the Heavenly Rest and 
the Beloved Disciple here, the first 
unit in a $3,500,000 group. 


One of the severest tasks con- 


fronting architect* in New York Is 
the rationing of daylight in thick- 
ly built up sections. In the con- 
struction of this church group par- 
ticular attention was paid the "Is- 
lands" of light left between tower- 
ing walls. 


The church itself is rapidly ap- 


proaching completion. It 
stands 


on an uptown Fifth avenue cqrner, 
looking to the west over Central 
park. 
The height of this edifice is so 
great that exceptional precautions 
had to be taken lest it overshadow 
the parish house, construced di- 
rectly to the rear. This.was ac- 


complished by setbacks, thorough- 
ly in keeping with the Gothic arch- 
itecture, but also serving an ef- 
fective purpose. 


The result Is that' the 
parish 
house appears In a series of steps, 
breaking back from the church, Its 
height ranging from one to six 
stories. This not only has provided 
the parish house ample light, but 
has loft the great east window of 
tho church free from shadow. 


Another "island" of light appears 


to the south of the church, where 
a low cloister has been Imposed 
between the towering walls of the 
church and a residence 
to 
the 
south. 
A carved stono doorway 


leads through this cloister to the 
tiny Chapel of the Beloved Disci- 
ple. 
Thus light is promised 
the 


south 'windows. 
Setback ideas 
of 
construction 
have been prevalent in office build- 
Ings for years, but this is believed 
to be the first time it has ever been 
applied to a church.

Feb. 13.—(.TV-The su- 


preme court today granted a writ 
of error on the "Importance of the 
question," involving 
enforcement 


by the railroad commission of oil 
and ga» conservation rule No. 37, 
referring to spacing of wells In oil 
fields. 
The case reached the court on ap- 


plication of J. G. Bass, who applied 
to the district court of Travis coun- 
ty for and waa granted a perma- 
nent injunction against the com- 
mission from enforcing the rule, 
with the court of civil appeals at 
Austin reversing the rendering the 
judgment. 
Bass claimed the rule was void 


and unenforceable because It did 
not come within the powers dele- 
gatod by the legislature to the 
railroad commission, and because 
as applied to the land In question 
it was unreasonable. 
Bass had applied for permission 


to drill ten wells on his tract of 
3 1-2 acres In tho Powell field In 
Navarro county. 
The commission 


refused the request, but Issued an 
order permitting him to drill two 


Under the rule It is not permissi- 


ble to drill nearer than 300 feet 
to any other completed or drilling 
well on same or adjoining tract or 
farm.

ECONOMIC ASPECTS PUBLIC 


JUNIOR COLLEGES DISCUSSED 


BY CITIZEN OF HILLSBORO 


"Economic Aspect of Public Jun- 


ior colleges," Is the title of a treat 
ise prepared by Judge A. M. Fra 
zler of Hlllsboro, formerly district 
judge of Hill county. The papci 
was prepared for delivery before 
the annual meeting of the Texas 
State Teachers association held in 
San Antonio last 
November, but 


contains considerable 
information 
desired by the public with the jmi 
lor college legislation now before 
the law-making bodies. 


In 
the discussion, 
the judge 


avoid* any reference to the aca- 
demic standards, or the curriculum 
that should be used, confining him- 
self solely to a treatment of the 
economic value of the- junior col- 
lege, to the parents, the commun- 
ity, and the state. 


"What will the cost be to the 
state and what will be th« probable 
saving?" is the first question pre- 
sented in the articles. 
ise follows: 


"This Is two questions in one. The 
proper answer to each will Involve 
(1) the plan for the establishment 
of the college; and (2) the method 
of support.

vide tho college with adequate li- 
brary facilities and ample equip- 
ment. These Items 
represent a 


total of $5,800, or nay, $6,000. The 
balance, or approximately $24,000, 
will be available for the salary of 
teachers. Since not more than ten 
teachers will be required, an aver- 
age salary of $2400 for the four 
months' course will be available. 
Proper administration 
might re- 


quire modification of these items, 
but they 
are 
certainly approxi- 
mately correct. 


"Therefore, upon this plan 
the 


costs to the state will be $15,000 a 
year for 200 students in the local 
college instead of $30,000 for 100 
students In tho senior college. The 
cost to the parents will be $15,000 
a year for the 200 students and the 
saving will be at least $35,000. The 
cost to the community will be $2,- 
•100 a year, but the saving will vast- 
ly exceed that sum. 


"These may be said to fairly cov- 


er the items of costs and saving 
from the standpoint of dollars and 
cents, but they do not take into ac- 
count the conservation of man- 
hood and womanhood made pos- 
sible by keeping children two years 
ongcr under parental care. 
Legislation Is Needed. 


"There is, I think, great need in 


this stato for proper legislation 
concerning the 
organization and 


maintenance of the junior college. 
Yet it Is a subject which properly 
•equlree the best thought in 
the 


country. 
It is to be hoped that 


vhen the matter comes before our 
egisiatlve body, it will receive ex- 
pert 
attention 
and 
deliberate 


hought. If some such plan as the 
one here 
suggested 
should 
be 


adopted, there will be no need for 
an arbitrary tax requirement as to 
property valuation. If

One of the wounded men was iden- 
tified as Frank Gusenberg, broth 
cr of Peter, both having been in- 
volved in the Dearborn street sta- 
tion mail robbery several years 
ago.Bodies Bear Many Wounds. 


Every body, Including those of 


the wounded men, bore from six 
to ten bullet wounds. From the ap- 
pearance of the Cartage company's 
offices, the gun raiders apparently 
swooped down with the intention 
of killing everybody in the place. 


The building Is a garage and 


contained n number of cars. 
The 
bodies lay In an open space where 
the men had been herded by their 
killers, before the executions. 


The police viewed the slayings as 
a new outbreak of bootlegging hos- 
tilities but at first were unable to 
determine the affiliations of the 
raiding gang. 
Police were of opinion that the 


Moran gang was holding a meeting 
In the Cartage- 
company 
office, 
used for bootlegging, when their 
assailants took them by surprise. 
The slayers apparently learned of 
the meeting and took advantage of 
it to wipe out all their rivals. 
New Flan of Slaving. 
Today's' slayings were new in 
Chicago gang warfare. 
Previous- 


ly the gangsters had taken their 
victims for "rides," luring them in- 
to automobiles and killing them, 
or had swept past m automobiles, 
raking their victims with gun fire. 


Never before, however, had one 
gang Invaded the stronghold of an- 
other, rounded up the victims and 
deliberately shot them to death. 
The slayers escaped today in ap- 
proved gangster 
fashion, dashing 
away In waiting motor cars.

Created Sensation 
The slayinga created a sensation 
in official circle*. William F. Rus- 
gel, commissioner of 
police, Dr. 
Herman N, Bundesen, county cor- 
oner and Harry Stansbury, assist- 
ant state's attorney, were on the 
scene within a few minutes and 
took, charge of the Investigation. 
Two hours after the killings the 


bodies still lay in the shambles in 
the same positions in which they 
were found while hundreds milled 
about outside the buildings ns the 
officials started their inquiry. 


"This is the end of gangland in 
Chicago," Chief Russell declared 
as he looked at the bodies. "It's 
a war to the death now and no 
quarter given or asked by the po- 
lice. Every policeman In Chicago 
is going to get his orders. Wo are 
Koing to start one of the greatest 
fights against crime this or any 
other city 
ever 
has seen. 
The 


raids in which 3,000 were taken 
and put in jail won't be In it with 
what we will do now." 


AH victims were well dressed. In 


(he pockets of one the police found 
$800. and most, of them wore ex- 
pensive jewelry. 
Five in Murder Gang. 
Five men apparently were ttv 
murderers. The five were seen ti 
leave the garago after the shoofr 
ing, 
lugging along their weapon 
without any attempt at concealing 
them. 
One man said ho saw the 
men emerge from the building, am 
that they were carrying their wea 
pons in their hands and proceed 
ing without any hurry. He believ 
cd them to be police officers. He 
said the five climbed into a car 
at the curb that he thought was 
a police car, stowed their guns in 
the rear and drove away. 
Tho first policeman to reach the 
scene went there on the prosaic 
report that "somebody has 
been 
hurt in a, garage." He found the 
wounded 
Gusenberg 
staggering 


about the garage and the man col 
lapsed in his arms. -In the rear 
room were tho bodies of the seven 
victims while a raging police dog 
with bared fangs stood guard over 
them although chained to a wall 
Outside Haffa Ward. 
The building Is one story high 


about 150 feet deep and just out- 
side tho Forty Third Ward, domain 
of Alderman Titus Haffa, sentcncec 
:o two years imprisonment yester- 
day for violation of the liquor laws 
The police were trying to determ- 
ne if hi* sentence and the killings 
wero connected in any way. 


At the rear the building tapers 
until It fa only about 40 feet wide. 
Ther« is a narrow runway 
for 
trucks and to one side a small 
square formed by an abutment In 
the wall. It was in this 
place, 
against a white wall and beneath 
an overhead light that the men 
were lined up and shot down. 
Police b,egan a search for a man 
known as Marinelio, said to have 
been the owner of the garage, when 
neighbors reported he was present 
during the slayings and apparent- 
ly had escaped unhurt 


The wounded Gusenberp; died in 
a hospital shortly^ before 2 o'clock.

RIO VALLEY AREAS 


AUSTIN, Feb. 13.—C!*,—Early es- 
timates Indicate the cabbage'crop 
in the lower .Rio Grande' valley 
sustained only slight damage, if 
any, from the low temperatures 
last week, while 
In the Corpus 


Chrlsti-Robstown dstrlct one fourth 
of the crop was damaged, accord- 
ing to a report today by Charles 
Sperle, truck crop specialist with 
the United States department of 
agriculture. 
In the lower valley beans were 


damaged 35 to 40 percent, toma- 
toes 30 to 35 percent, potatoes 20 
to 30 percent while beets and car- 
rots were not damaged, the report 
stated. Onions in the Corpus Chris- 
ti-Robstown district are reported to 
have been damaged about 25 per- 
cent and the crops set back a week 
or ten days, he said.
